for Walt Disney. He drew the strip for~ 


a month and then was followed for three 
months by Win Smith. When Smith left, 
Floyd Gottfredson was asked to take 
over the strip for a few weeks until they 
could find a replacement. But 
Gottfredson continued to draw the strip 
for 45 years, until the day he retired. 
The Donald Duck strip (1938) was 
drawn by Al Taliaferro, who continued 
until 1969. Over the years these artists 
were aided by various writers and inkers. 


I recall Roy Rogers singing in a 
Disney film, but I don't remember 
which one. Can you help?

In Melody Time (1948), Roy Rogers and 
the Sons of the Pioneers sing one of my 
favorite songs from a Disney film, the 
hauntingly beautiful “Blue Shadows on 
the Trail.” In the film, Rogers and his 
group are sitting around a campfire with 
child stars Bobby Driscoll and Luana 
Patten, and they use the song to in- 
troduce the story of “Pecos Bill.”

Yes, in 1972, Helbros released a Goofy 
wristwatch that actually has the numbers 
placed in backwards order on the dial, 
and Goofy's hands moving backwards as 
well. It takes some effort to learn how 
to tell time backwards, which is the prob- 
able reason for there being few of these 
watches, which now have considerable 
value. The watch originally sold for 
$19.95, but it is popular with collectors 
today. We have seen it selling for around 
$400.

Good News 
For Parents: 
They Need 
Not Be Perfect 


A book review by Reva Tooley 


A Good Enough Parent: A Book on Child 
Rearing. By Bruno Bettelheim (Alfred А. 
Knopf, 377 pgs., $18.95) 


А book has just come along that gives 
parents of young children a new road- 
map to guide them through the rugged 
terrain of family relationships. Bruno 


| Bettelheim, a preeminent child psy- 


chologist, has summed up his lifetime of 
experience (he's 84) in A Good Enough 
Parent, a book whose title is derived 
from a psychological term known as "the 
good enough mother." 

Although Bettelheim recognizes the 
importance of the mother, particularly 
in the early years, he stresses the need 
for both parents to be emotionally com- 
petent at child rearing—not perfect, just 
good enough—so that as a result of their 
labors, their child will eventually feel 
secure within himself, his family and his 
larger world. First, he argues that the 
best child-rearing guidelines lie within 
the creative powers of parents; then he 
teaches us how to mine that ore. 

The good enough parent, according to 
Bettelheim, is one who is able to see 
things from the child's perspective as 
well as his own, but at the same time, 
the parent understands that his or 
anyone's child is too insecure to see 
views opposite his own. Child rearing, 
therefore, is not a two-way street. It is 
up to the parent alone—by an act of will, 
driven by love—to delve into the child's 
emotional frame of reference and to use 
the feelings he finds there in a fair and 
compassionate way. As often as possible, 
an examination of the child's motives 
should be undertaken before criticism, 
approval or guidance is offered. 

Sounds hard? Well, Bettelheim offers 
a shortcut into the child's unconscious— 
the area where those motives usually 
reside—that is not difficult to follow, once 
you get the hang of it. When a parental 
response is called for that is not run-of- 
the-mill, pause, says Bettelheim. Listen

Rick went in, and 
the only song he knew was ‘I'm Walkin’, 
It was a pretty easy song to do without ac- 
companiment. He sang the song, and my 
recollection is that when he came home 
Dad listened to it. He pitched in and they 
did a simple version of ‘I'm Walkin’.’

Over two decades after Rick Nelson first 
appeared on television singing rock 'n' roll, 
his influence on the development of that 
musical style has not been overlooked. In 
a recent interview with playwright Sam 
Shepard in Esquire magazine, Bob Dylan 
pointed to Rick Nelson as one of rock's 
seminal figures. It's a point David Nelson 
readily acknowledges. 

“For years Rick got short shrift—he was 
labeled as the first of the teeny boppers,” 
Nelson points out. "And that wasn't true 
at all. What Rick was was a fan of rock "n^ 
roll. He was just like all the other kids who 
fell in love with this new sound. 

“In terms of someone like Bob Dylan, 
discussing the roots of rock `n’ roll, Rick 
was important because he made this new 
music accessible and acceptable.

“I think he was really surprised,” David 
Nelson says. “I have a feeling that he never 
expected all of that to happen, because he 
made a simple statement to a girl that he 
was trying to impress and all of a sudden, 
here he is with a record contract.

When Rick Nelson went on the air to sing 
at the conclusion of an episode of The 
Adventures of Ozzie and Harriet, he 
became an overnight phenomenon. Today, 
nearly two years after his tragic death, Rick 
Nelson is listed on the rolls of The Rock 'N’ 
Roll Hall of Fame. In the course of his 
musical career he captured 24 gold 
records. He stands number four on the list 
of all-time record sales, having sold over 
60 million records. 

As David Nelson remembers, Rick's in- 
terest in music began early on—much to 
the detriment of David's peace of mind. He 
recalls, "Mom never had a problem with 
Rick's music. The only thing she had a hard 
time with was right before he began to 
sing. He started playing drums. 

"Rick had a drum set up in his room. It 
forced us to soundproof his room. Which 
didn't help me, because my room was right 
next to his. We soundproofed his room in 
order to protect neighbors from the noise. 
We lived in a canyon in the Hollywood 
Hills, and there were rules about how late

"He was stuck in traffic on the Santa Ana 
freeway, commuting up from Anaheim. He 
envisioned combining a log flume ride with 
the characters and situations—what we call 
the mythology—of Song of the South 

“At that time in Disneyland we had a 
show called America Sings. It had been 
introduced in 1974 as part of our participa- 
tion in the bicentennial. It was time to up- 
date the show. But America Sings also con- 
tained the finest Audio-Animatronics 
figures we'd ever done. Tony thought if we 
took the Audio-Animatronics from 
America Sings and added them to the story 
of Song of the South—if we combined these 
two mythologies—we would have the basis 
for our log flume ride.” 

Baxter assembled a team of individuals 
he had worked with in the past at 
Imagineering. “We all knew how each 
other thought,” explains John Stone. 

First the team took a large storyboard. 
On it, they matched the Audio-Anima- 
tronics figures from America Sings with 
scenes from Song of the South to see how 
the existing Audio-Animatronics would fit. 
Of Splash Mountain's 103 Audio-Anima- 
tronics characters, 87 were adapted from 
America Sings. 

lohn Stone then created storyboard 
Sketches to illustrate how the attraction 
might appear. Gordon wrote a preliminary 
script to tie all the elements into a logical 
sequence. The next step was convincing 
everyone that the group had a good and 
workable idea—and get the go-ahead to 
turn it into reality. 

"We took those storyboards up and down 
the halls, showing them to everyone who 
would look," Gordon recalls. "That's part 
of the nasty side of what we do. We may 
think we have a good idea—but that 
doesn't mean it makes sense to corporate 
management." 

There was another problem to confront: 
Where would the attraction be located in 
Disneyland?" We tried several concepts, 
playing with various locations in the park," 
Stone says. "We ended up putting it in Be 
Country—and oddly enough, it barely fi 

"Once we had the location nailed down, 
Tony, Bruce, Chris Tietz and myself made 
alittle 20th scale model," Stone says. "We 
built it in a matter of days. Then we decid- 
ed to build a 1/4 scale model, which took 
one and a half years. With that model we 
began to play with various track layouts. 
We also took trips to see other flume rides, 
noting what we liked and what we didn't. 
We used our observations to create a 
unique Disney attraction." 

The group swiftly moved to planning the 
physical details of construction. This 
added a new dimension to the design. "We 
wanted to ‘out-pirate’ Pirates of the Carib- 
bean," Gordon says. "That's a classic attrac- 
tion. You stand in queue lines to enter a 
building. Then you enter the attraction, 


met with two Imagineers who had 
worked on Splash Mountain, Bruce Gordon 
and John Stone, and discussed how one 
went about creating such an attraction. 
"Nearly every (non-Disney) theme park 
has a log flume ride," Bruce Gordon points 
out. "But a log flume ride never seemed 
to fit in with Disneyland. If we were going 
to have one, it had to be more than just 
a log flume ride, it had to be special." 
The special ingredients required were 
provided by Tony Baxter, then Chief 
Designer for Disneyland (and currently 
chief designer for Euro Disneyland). "It was

Mountain. Right now at Disneyland, there 
are 450 such cages which are 20 feet long 
and 10 feet tall.

"The neat thing about this project is that 
it's a classic Disney attraction," grins John 
Stone. "It's the kind of thing that people 
go to see in Disneyland. It's a great thing 
to transport all those people into another 
world."

grid matches the graph paper, but it's in 
full scale, of course. Workers take the 
drawing, and trace each rock section on 
the grid at Disneyland. Then they take steel 
bars and twist them into that shape. This 
cage is then covered with metal lathe. Take 
it to the building site, spray it with cement, 
do trowel work by hand to get the effect 
you need—erosion for example—and you 
have a fullsized section of Splash 
Mountain. 

“We're the only people who go through 
this process," Gordon continues. “It’s why 
we get such exceptional rock work. The 
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and you find yourself in a magical dimen- 
sion. You're transported—and then you 
return to reality. As you exit, you look back 
to this building, and you wonder how that 
really happened. Well, we were aiming for 
the same sort of experience in Splash 
Mountain." 

In the ride itself, Disneyland guests take 
a log boat to the top of the mountain, its 
summit crowned by an ominous tree. Then 
guests are drawn into the mountain—and 
the enchanting world of Br'er Rabbit and 
Br'er Fox. The ride draws on three actual 
scenes from Song of the South, though 
many of the film's animal characters make 
an appearance. In its approximately 
10-minute duration, Splash Mountain also 
takes guests through three thrilling water 
plunges, including a dizzying final drop 
where the log reaches a speed of nearly 
40 miles an hour. 

As for the Audio-Animatronics figures, 
many of those from America Sings were 
rebodied—given new shapes—and their 
hydraulic skeletons were reprogrammed. 
The attraction's original characters, such 
as Br'er Rabbit, Br'er Bear and Br'er Fox, 
were first sculpted in clay. As the Audio- 
Animatronics experts created animation 
programs for them, the figures were cast 
in fiberglass. When we talked to 
Gordon and Stone, the majority of those 
characters had been completed, and were 
in the process of being painted. 

Many of Splash Mountain's characters 
combine the use of Audio-Animatronics 
with what Imagineers describe as free 
animation. Translated, this means using 
flexible springs in the characters’ limbs— 
especially in Br'er Rabbits ears. The 
approach is less sophisticated in terms of 
technology, but free animation has certain 
advantages that the more sophisticated 
hydraulic systems can not match. 
"Animation becomes very tight when 
you have to program a hydraulic figure," 
John Stone points out. "With free anima- 
tion, you won't see the springs, but the 
springs give the forms a very life-like look. 
Вгег Rabbit's ears flop about like a rabbit's 
ears should." 

As the project neared its construction 
phase, the Imagineers created one last 
model—a towering mountain that exactly 
reproduced every building element in ex- 
act scale. The mountain itself was con- 
structed of tan, plastic foam matting. The 
model is crucial in actually fashioning 
Splash Mountain's rocky forms. 

“We carefully divide the mountain into 
sections," Gordon explains, gesturing 
toward the immense model. "Then an 
Imagineer uses a band saw to cut out the 
sections. Slices are made of each piece— 
horizontal and vertical cross-sections. 
Those are traced on a special sheet of 
graph paper. 

“Down in Disneyland, there's a parking 
lot which has been painted with a grid.

story to full life on the screen. Accom- 
panied by Nilsson's musical score of seven 
songs, which he also sings, the film is a 
treasure among Harry Nilsson fans. The 
song "Me and My Arrow" (Arrow is Oblio's 
dog) went on to become one of Nilsson's 
greatest hits. 

How does he see the little boy Oblio? “I 
see him very much the way | see my 
children here. Shorter than me. Wiser than 
me. A miniature Billy Budd, in that he's an 
innocent who does what he's told. It's the 
law of the land that you have a point, and 
if you don't you're in violation of the law, 
so he's banished to a pointless place. But 
he's pure innocence. And that is the point." 

But why do the parents allow him to be 
sent off into the pointless forest? "Isn't that 
what parents do?" Nilsson asks rhetorical- 
ly. "You've got to go to school. The law 
says so. We become that society and our 
children are all the Oblios." 

Was he an Oblio? "Yes, when I was about. 
12 years old, I felt quite a bit like a misfit. 
I remember we were supposed to write a 
story in the style of a famous author. Three 
quarters of the kids did Jack and the 
Beanstalk in the style of Dragnet— Just the 
facts, M'am’. I thought, ‘that's not writing; 
that's just a TV show, so | wrote mine— 
Little Red Riding Hood—through the eyes 
of Damon Runyon. (“One day I'm out walk- 
ing along in the forest and I'm seeing. . .," 
Nilsson mimics.) The teacher cracked up, 


into being. “I was taking a stroll through 
Laurel Canyon (in the Hollywood Hills) one 
day, and the world's largest pun loomed 
large in front of my eyes. There were the 
trees and the points of the leaves. 
Everything seemed to have a point. Most 
fables are predicated on ‘what if. I thought: 
"What would happen if one day there were

born into a place where everything had a 
point, someone who didn't have one." 
Seized with the idea, he quickly wrote 
about 22 pages of the story and then 
shopped around for an animator to inter- 
pret the story graphically. Academy 
Award-winning animator Fred Wolf 
created abstract, whimsical drawings, with 
bright splashes of color. Wolf brought the

makes it pointedly, as it builds and plays 
with the pun. The punning doesn’t detract, 
however, from the film’s strong message 
on the need for tolerance and acceptance 
of those who appear different from oneself. 

The Point, which was shown only twice 
on ABC in 1971, was the first full-length 
animated movie ever made for television. 
Before the original airing, reviewers were 
intrigued that ABC had selected an 
animated film as “Movie of the Week,” but 
after watching it, they understood why. 
One reviewer at the time provided an ex- 
planation for its universal appeal: 

“To be successful, a feature-length 
cartoon—like the best of Walt Disney or 
Yellow Submarine—has to have the same 
charm and delight for adults as it does for 
children, and that requires the highest 
degree of sophistication and art. The Point, 
the most ambitious project of animation 
done exclusively for TV, is more than suc- 
cessful. It is a deft, happy little classic.” 

So as not to disrupt the activity in the liv- 
ing room, Nilsson and reporter retreat to 
a quiet room elsewhere in the spacious, 
one-floor Southern California house. But 
doors are open, and children pop in. 
They're welcome, well behaved, and total- 
ly enchanting.

up his own production company—Hawkeye 
Entertainment Inc. With novelist Terry 
Southern as the other creative talent in 
the company (he's a director and vice 
president of literary and script develop- 
ment), the two are collaborating on music, 
film, and television production—"a produc- 
tion boutique,” Nilsson calls it. Their biggest 
venture to date is The Telephone, starring 
Whoopi Goldberg, to be released in 
November. Southern and Nilsson wrote 
the screenplay and acted as associate pro- 
ducers for the film. 

How does he glide back and forth be- 
tween writing music and writing film 
scripts? "It's not а glide,” he retorts. “I sort 
of trip. But it's just ideas, you know. It's the 
same pool; it's just which end of it you're 
at when you're doing laps. Now I get so 
energized at Hawkeye that I'll come home 
and write songs. І haven't written songs in 
a couple of years." 

During the time that Nilsson has been 
talking, music from The Point (on tape) has 
begun to be heard throughout the house. 
Now two-year-old Kief enters his dad's 
room, taking swigs from his bottle of milk 
and swaying to “Me and My Arrow.” 

“It's Kief's favorite," Nilsson comments, 
beeming at the impish towhead. Then 
Nilsson continues, “These past 10 years 
have been mainly family—and writing 
things and putting them into boxes. Now it's 
time to go through the boxes." Vf 
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album, including the Schmilsson series. He 
describes Nilsson Schmilsson as a sort of 
alter ego. "Schmilsson's a self-effacing term 
that allows you to do sillier things," he ex- 
plains. He was also writing movie scores 
and getting involved in other aspects of 
movie making as well. 

But the one thing he didn't do was per- 
form in public. He never did concerts; 
never went on the road. "It's the only thing 
the Beatles didn't dq—not perform," he 
laughs. "Most of my friends who went on 
the road burned out, and they still wonder 
why they did it. But sometimes I wish I had. 
Sometimes I think I need a fame fix." 

He hesitates. "Well, only when I'm with 
Ringo." (Ringo Starr is still a good friend. 
He was best man at Nilsson's wedding and 
is godfather to Beau.) "Ringo, you know, 
has one of the most recognizable faces in 
the world. One night I met Ringo and his 
wife Barbara Bach at a plane. The next 
morning in the newspaper there was a pic- 
ture oí the three of us, with a caption that 
identified us as Barbara Bach, Ringo Starr, 
and his bodyguard!" 

He enjoys that anecdote, but he likes 
even more the story about being in a 
restaurant with Ringo when their waitress 
did recognize Nilsson, and said to Ringo, 
"You're the star, but he's the genius." 

For the past 10 years or so, Nilsson's pro- 
ductivity has slowed, but it may be about 
to take off again. Nilsson has recently set

and I got the prize. ] had also been in- 
terested in drawing, but at about that age 
I quit doing sketches. My heroes then were 
Norman Rockwell and Picasso.” 
Nilsson's talent was not instantly 
recognized either by himself or by others, 
however. He dropped out of high school 
in ninth grade (which he regrets and ad- 
monishes his son Beau not to do), worked 
as an usher in a movie theater for three 
years, and then worked for seven years as 
à computer processing supervisor for a 
bank in Los Angeles. All the while he was 
writing songs and selling them. By 1969 
he'd had a number of hits for himself and 
for other groups, too. “Cuddly Toy” became 
a hit for The Monkees; “One” made it for 
Three Dog Night. Nilsson also wrote musical 
scores, such as the one for TV sitcom The 
Courtship of Eddie's Father, which includ- 
ed the popular theme “My Best Friend.” 
And of course, his own vocalization of Fred 
Neil's "Everybody's Talkin’,” in Midnight 
Cowboy, won him a Grammy award. 
He quit working at the bank when “they 
started paying me millions for yodeling,” 
as he puts it. “But when I left the bank I 
told them to keep the coffee pot warm, that 
I might be back next year.” At about that 
time, though, John Lennon heard Nilsson's 
first album, and hailed Nilsson as his 
favorite American performer. With pub- 
licity like that, there was no turning back. 
During the early '70s he cut album after

Homework Tips for Parents 


that he can call on someone for help. But they should be careful not 
to make the homework period a time of criticism or judgment. 
"Parents can be overly demanding," says Simon. "They shouldn't 
have high expectations for what their child accomplishes at home. 
It's okay that kids make mistakes. But | do expect homework to be 
finished.” Adds Zammit, “I would rather that the ‘battle of school" 
be fought in school. It should be the teacher's role to deal with 
schoolwork, not the battleground for parents. They have enough to 
contend with at home—having their kids put clothes away, make 
their beds. I tell parents not to judge, just to see that the homework 
is completed." 

Some types of homework assignments really "don't require parent 
intervention," says Zammit. “I call this ‘practice homework’: skills 
that need repetition, such as writing the letter “A” five times, or do- 
ing math problems. Simon adds: “But some homework can be done 
by parent and child together to create a positive experience- 
assignments such as watching a news program and discussing it, or 
reading and analyzing a stor, 
« Perhaps the greatest contribution parents can make is in helping 
their child get organized, and plan a course of work. Some 
assignments are due after a period of time, and parents can help set 
goals and provide encouragement along the way. 

There are different opinions on when a child should do his 
homework. Some parents feel it is best to start homework as soon 
as possible after getting home from school in order for the child to 
have the rest of the evening to himself. But sometimes children need 
an adequate break from their day at school. Says Simon, “Does a 
parent who comes home from his day's work sit right down to more 
work? Why should a child sit down immediately to do homework?” 

Both teachers emphasize that children should be rewarded for their 
work. To begin with, “compliment your child on his day's work at 
school,” suggests Simon. “And parents should reward completion of 
homework,” says Zammit. A chart could be kept to record the week's 
progress, with points or stickers as the reward. Some parents resort 
to favorite foods as rewards. But the best reward may be simple praise 
for a job completed

to your child’s story and then deliberately try to remember a similar 
occurrence in your childhood. If you can’t recall such an incident, 
ask yourself what might have caused you to react as your child did, 
or search for the nearest like-event. As you focus on the feeling, 
several things will happen: You will shift from being the psycho- 
logically distant parent, to being your child's emotional ally. For ex- 
ample, if you are able to turn the clock back and relive your pain— 
over a childhood betrayal by a friend, say—and the price you paid 
for it, your parental annoyance over a child who persists in harbor- 
ing hurt feelings will be converted into sympathy. Then, too, by tap- 
ping into your memories you will suddenly gain access to your own 
early experiences and feelings, with an unprecedented opportunity 
to work through them once again. 

A Good Enough Parent is rich with insights about the irrational 
part of childhood and parenthood, ranging in its scope from games 
and contests to discipline and Santa Claus. It is a valuable guidebook 
through the rich emotional territory that must be traversed by parent 
and child together.
